Although  they  are  not  imitations  of  the  genuine,  yet  being  so  perfect,  they  are  apt  to  deceive  the 
best  judges.  Fix  firmly  in  your  mind  the  vignettes  and  end  piecos  that  compose  them,  and  it  will  guard  you  agnifist 
imposition.
